Mass shooting wave rattles communities large 


(AP) - Three mass shootings 
in the U.S. over the Easter 
holiday weekend capped a 
monthlong spate of gun vio- 
lence that has touched both 
big cities and small, rural 
communities across the na- 
tion. 


The gunfire has rattled large 
population centers such as Dal- 
las, Pittsburgh and Sacramen- 
to, California, as well as much 
smaller communities, including 
Hampton County, South Caro- 
lina, which has a population of 
18,000, and Dumas, Arkansas, 
which is home to about 4,000 
people. 

A look at some of the major 
shootings: 

Dallas, march 19 

Ten people were shot at a teen 
spring break party in Dallas and 
several others were injured as 
they tried to escape the chaos. 
One of the injured, an 18-year- 
old man, later died of his inju- 
ries. The gunfire happened at 
The Space Dallas event venue. 
Joe Morgan, who was work- 
ing crowd control, told report- 
ers that he heard gunshots being 
fired from outside the venue and 
later saw people with gunshot 
wounds to the chest, arms and 
legs. 


Dumas, arkansas, march 19 
More than two dozen people 
were hurt and one man was 
killed when two people got into a 
gunfight during a car show that’s 
part of an annual community 
event. Innocent bystanders were 
sprayed by gunfire, among them 
several children, two of whom 
were under the age of 2, Arkan- 
sas State Police Col. Bill Bryant 
said. 


Dallas, april 3 


and small in US 


One person was killed and 15 
others were wounded by gun- 
fire during a concert at an out- 
door field. The victims ranged 
in age from 13 to 29, Dallas 
Police Chief Eddie Garcia said. 
One person fired a gun into the 
air, then an argument broke out 
and another person fired in the 
crowd’s direction, Garcia said. 
The event didn’t have a permit, 
he said. 


Sacramento, California, april 
3 

Six people were killed and 12 
wounded outside bars located a 
few blocks from the state Capi- 
tol in a gunfight involving at least 
five shooters from rival gangs, 
Sacramento police said. More 
than 100 rapid-fire gunshots 
echoed through the streets as ter- 
rified patrons ran for their lives 
and others were hit by bullets. 
Police said they identified at least 
five gunmen, but there may have 
been more. Police said at least 
two gangs were involved. 


Cedar rapids, Iowa, april 10 
A shooting inside a crowded 
nightclub in Cedar Rapids left 
a man and a woman dead and 
10 others wounded. More than 
100 people were inside the Ta- 
boo Nightclub and Lounge at 
the time, police said. Officers 
helped treat the people who were 
wounded and used their squad 
cars to rush several of the victims 
to hospitals. 


New york city, april 12 

A gunman set off smoke bombs 
and opened fire in a crowded 
subway car in Brooklyn, wound- 
ing 10 commuters and leaving 
the train car and a subway plat- 
form splattered in blood. After a 
30-hour manhunt, police arrest- 
ed a suspect near a mcdonald’s 


on Manhattan’s Lower East Side 
after a tip led them there. Part of 
the evidence in the case includes 
youtube videos in which the sus- 
pect rants about race, violence 
and his struggles with mental ill- 
ness. 
Columbia, south carolina, 
april 16 

A gunman opened fire at a busy 
shopping mall in South Caro- 
lina’s capital city, wounding nine 
people, police said. Five other 
people were injured while trying 
to flee the Columbiana Centre. 
The victims ranged in age from 
15 to 73, but none of their inju- 
ries was considered life-threat- 
ening, Columbia Police Chief 
W.H. “Skip” Holbrook said Sat- 
urday. Investigators believe those 
responsible knew each other, and 
that others were hurt when they 
began shooting at each other. 


Hampton county, south caro- 
lina, april 16 

A shooting at a nightclub wound- 
ed at least nine people. The at- 
tack happened at Cara’s Lounge 
in Hampton County, according 
to South Carolina’s State Law 
Enforcement Division. Hamp- 
ton County is located about 80 
miles (130 kilometers) west of 
Charleston. 


Pittsburgh, april 17 

Two teenage boys were killed 
and at least eight people were 
wounded when a shooting broke 
out during a party at a short- 
term rental property. Pittsburgh 
Police Chief Scott Schubert said 
there was gunfire both inside and 
outside the rental home, “poten- 
tially back and forth.” Bullet cas- 
ings found at the scene indicated 
handguns and one rifle were 
used, he said. Police believe there 
were multiple shooters. 


Sensors were adjusted on ride where teen 


(AP) — Sensors on a Flor- 
ida amusement park ride 
had been adjusted manu- 
ally to double the size of 
the opening for restraints 
on two seats, resulting in a 
14-year-old boy not being 
properly secured before 
he slipped out and fell to 
his death, according to 
an initial report released 
Monday by outside engi- 
neers. 


The average opening for re- 
straints on the seats on the 
430-foot (131-meter), free- 
fall amusement park ride 
located in the heart of Or- 
lando’s tourist district was 
3.3 inches (8.3 centimeters). 
However, the opening of the 
restraint for the seat used by 
Tyre Sampson was as much 
as 7.1 inches (18 centime- 
ters), and the one for another 
seat was 6.5 inches (16.5 cen- 
timeters), according to the 


fell to death 


report commissioned by the 
Florida Department of Agri- 
culture, which is investigat- 
ing the accident. 


Sampson was only 14 but al- 
ready 6 feet, 5 inches tall (195 
centimeters) and well over 
300 pounds (136 kilograms) 
when he slipped out of his 
seat as the ride plunged to the 
ground at speeds of 75 mph 
(about 121 kph) or more. 

An inspection of the seats 
showed that sensors used to 
activate safety lights on the 
two seats, indicating the har- 
ness safety restraints were in 
place, had been adjusted to 
allow for the wider openings. 
As the ride slowed down, 
Sampson slipped through 
a gap between the seat and 
safety harness, the report 
said. 


“The cause of the subject ac- 
cident was that Tyre Samp- 


son was not properly secured 
in the seat primarily due to 
mis-adjustment of the har- 
ness proximity sensors,” said 
the report from Quest Engi- 
neering and Failure Analysis, 
Inc. 


The Orlando Free Fall ride, 
which is taller than the Statue 
of Liberty, didn’t experience 
any electrical or mechanical 
failures, the report said. 


The release of the report 
marks the initial phase of the 
investigation into the teen’s 
death, and “we are far from 
done,” Agriculture Commis- 
sioner Nikki Fried said at a 
news conference in Orlando. 


The report said there were 
many other “potential con- 
tributions” to the accident 
and that a full review of the 
ride’s design and operations 
was needed. 
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Abortion training under threat for med students, residents 


(AP) - Browse any medi- 
cal dictionary, and before 
hitting appendectomy 
and anesthesia, you'll find 
abortion. 


The first two procedures are 
part of standard physician ed- 
ucation. But for many U.S. 
medical school students and 
residents who want to learn 
about abortions, options are 


scarce. 


And new restrictions are pil- 
ing up: Within the past year, 
bills or laws seeking to limit 
abortion education have been 
proposed or enacted in at 
least eight states. The chang- 
es are coming from abortion 
opponents emboldened by 
new limits on the procedure 
itself, as well as a pending 
Supreme Court decision that 
could upend the landmark 


Roe v. Wade decision legaliz- 
ing abortion. 


“It’s quite terrifying what’s 
going on,” said Ian Peake, a 
third-year medical student in 
Oklahoma, where the gover- 
nor on April 12 signed a mea- 
sure outlawing most abor- 
tions. 


Abortion training is not of- 
fered at Oklahoma’s two 
medical schools and educa- 
tion on the topic is limited. 
Aspiring doctors who want 
to learn about it typically seek 
out doctors providing abor- 
tions outside the traditional 
medical education system. 


Peake, 32, said if he wanted to 
learn to do colonoscopies, for 
example, he could work with 
school staff to shadow a doc- 
tor doing research or work- 
ing in a clinic. 


“That would be easy,” he said. 
“To do the same for abortion, 
that’s almost impossible.” He 
said it took him six months 
to find a provider willing to 
teach him. 


Nevada medical student Na- 
tasha McGlaun got outside 
training and created a work- 
shop on how to perform a 
standard medical procedure 
used in abortions. She offers 
it at night, in her own free 
time. 


The 27-year-old is the daugh- 
ter of “pro-feminist” parents 
and the mother of two young 
girls whose right to repro- 
ductive choice she wants to 
protect. 


“It was kind of a joke in my 
family: If people tell me I 
can’t do something, I’m go- 
ing to do it twice as hard,” 
she said. “I kind of feel this 
moral, righteous drive to go 
for it.” 


U.S. physician education 
typically includes four years 
of medical school, where stu- 
dents learn the basics of gen- 
eral medicine and hands-on 
patient care. They graduate 
with a medical degree that 
officially makes them doc- 
tors. Most then spend at least 
three years in residency pro- 
grams where they receive in- 
tense on-the-job training and 
specialty skills. 


U.S. medical schools require 
students to complete a clerk- 
ship in obstetrics and gyne- 
cology, but there is no man- 
date that it include abortion 
education. At the post-gradu- 
ate level, OB-GYN residency 
programs are required by an 
accrediting group to provide 
access to abortion training, 
though residents who object 
can opt out of performing 
abortions. 

OB-GYNs 


perform most 


U.S. abortions, followed by 
family medicine specialists. 
But these aren’t always the 
first doctors that women en- 
counter when they learn of 
an unintended pregnancy. 
Abortion rights supporters 
argue all physicians should 
know enough about the pro- 
cedure to inform and counsel 
patients, and that such edu- 
cation should start in medical 
school. 


In 2020, Stanford University 
researchers said they found 
that half of medical schools 
included no formal abortion 
training or only a single lec- 
ture. 


“Abortion is one of the most 
common medical proce- 
dures,” they wrote. “Yet 
abortion-related topics are 
glaringly absent from medi- 
cal school curricula.” 


McGlaun helped sponsor a 
measure last year that asked 
the American Medical Asso- 
ciation to support mandated 
abortion education in medi- 
cal schools, with an opt-out 
provision. The influential 
group has long opposed cur- 
riculum mandates and turned 
down the proposal, but it said 
it supports giving medical 
students and residents the 
chance to learn about abor- 
tion and opposes efforts to 
interfere with such training. 
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Rain dampens the ist White House Easter Egg Roll since 2019 


(AP) — Undaunted by 
soggy skies, President Joe 
Biden and his wife, Jill, 


kicked off the first White 
House Easter Egg Roll 
since before the coronavi- 


rus pandemic on Monday, 
welcoming some 30,000 


kids and adults for the all-

day event. 


The president encouraged 
one young egg-roller, coach- 
ing the child, “Go. You got 
it.” 


“My job is to keep it from 
raining for another two min- 
utes,” he said in opening re- 
marks on the South Lawn. 


The theme for the day was 
“egg-ucation.” The first lady, 
a community college profes- 
sor, turned the South Lawn 
into a school community 
with a variety of educational 
stations. 


“The determined spirit of 
education is what we wanted 
to honor in this Easter Egg 
Roll,” she said in brief wel- 


coming remarks. 


Besides the egg roll and an 
egg hunt, the event included 
a schoolhouse activity area, a 
reading nook, a talent show, 
a place to teach about farm- 
ing, a photo-taking station, a 
physical “egg-ucation” zone 
with an obstacle course, and a 
“cafetorium” where children 
learned to make treats. 


The COVID-19 pandemic 
led the White House to can- 
cel the Easter Egg Roll in 


2020 and 2021. But the event 
is back this year, as the out- 
break of coronavirus cases, 
hospitalizations and deaths 
has eased. 


“This year we're finally get- 
ting together again, and it's 
so special,” the president told 
the guests. 


“Tonight Show” host Jim- 
my Fallon, singer Ciara and 
actor-singer Kristin Che- 
noweth were set to add a 
dash of celebrity splash to the 
“egg-stravaganza.” 


More than two dozen cos- 
tumed characters were on 
hand, including Dr. Seuss’ 
The Cat in the Hat, the Rac- 
ing Presidents mascots for 
the Washington Nationals of 
Major League Baseball, Rosi- 
ta and Cookie Monster from 
“Sesame Street” and Snoopy 
and Charlie Brown, among 
others. 


The event kicked off at 
around 7 a.m., with the first of 
five waves of people, includ- 
ing kids wearing their Easter 
best, streaming through the 
White House gates.

On Tax Day, an extension may be better than rushing a return 


(AP) — Monday is Tax 
Day — the federal dead- 
line for individual tax fil- 
ing and payments — and 
the IRS expects to receive 
tens of millions of last- 
minute filings electroni- 
cally and through paper 
forms. 


As of April 8, the IRS had re- 
ceived more than 103 million 
returns for this tax season, 
and it had issued more than 
63 million refunds worth 
more than $204 billion. 


For comparison, last year 
more than 169 million peo- 
ple completed an income tax 
return by the end of the year. 
That probably leaves nearly 
40% of this year’s taxpayers 
still unaccounted for, with 
many scrambling to submit 
their documents by Monday. 


Nina Tross, executive direc- 
tor of the National Society 
of Tax Professionals, said that 
if people haven’t filed their 
taxes by now, “they’re better 
off filing an extension.” 


But, she added, “People don’t 
realize that filing an exten- 
sion has zero effect” as long 
as they have paid their in- 
come taxes by Tax Day. 


“An extension is merely filing 
a return at a later date,” Tross 
said. “If you rush through a 
return to get it out the door, 
and you have to amend it lat- 
er, you’re more likely to get 
a double look from the IRS.” 


“You’re much better off ex- 
tending than amending,” she 
said. 


The IRS this year is facing 
its biggest backlog in his- 
tory. At the end of the 2021 
filing season, the agency had 
35.3 million returns waiting 
for processing. One reason 
is that every paper document 
that goes into the IRS is pro- 
cessed by a human, according 
to the IRS. 


Another is that the agency 
has administered massive 
coronavirus pandemic-relat- 
ed relief programs over the 
last several years — like the 


advanced Child Tax Credit. 


And some forms are reviewed 
by IRS employees and treated 
as if submitted on paper even 
if they are e-filed. 


This year will be one of the 
most challenging for the 


agency, with its record low 
staffing numbers. The IRS 
workforce is the same size it 
was in 1970, though the U.S. 
population has grown expo- 
nentially and tax laws have 
become increasingly compli- 
cated. 


Lisa Greene-Lewis, a certi- 
fied public accountant and a 
spokesperson at TurboTax, 
said that if people still intend 
to file a return by Tax Day, “I 
would gather all your docu- 
ments in one place so you 
don’t leave anything out, like 
W-2s and 1099s.” 


(AP) — Mexican Presi- 
dent Andrés Manuel 
López Obrador failed to 
find enough votes late 
Sunday to pass a consti- 
tutional reform limiting 
private and foreign firms 
in the electrical power in- 
dustry, marking the first 
major legislative setback 
for the president. 


The defeat may set the tone 
for an angrier, more hard- 
line and polarizing president 
in the last 2 1/2 years of his 
administration. 


No longer able to ride on a 
legislative super-majority as 
he did in the first half of his 
term, López Obrador may 
now resort to harsher attacks 
on opponents and regulatory 
bodies like the courts and 
electoral authorities. 


The reforms that failed to 
pass Sunday would have un- 
done much of the market 
opening in power generation 
carried out by his predecessor 
in 2013, but also raised con- 
cerns among U.S. officials 
and companies, who worried 
they would violate trade pacts 
and guarantees for foreign 
investors. 


On Monday, López Obra- 


dor called the opposition 
members of congress who 
voted against the reform trai- 
tors, claiming foreign firms 
“bought the legislators.” 


The lower house of Congress 
voted 275 to 223 in favor of 
the measure, which would 
have given more power to the 
state-owned power company, 
but that was well short of the 
333 votes needed for consti- 
tutional changes. 


Ana Vanessa Cardenas Zanat- 
ta, a political science profes- 
sor at the Monterrey Techno- 
logical and Anahuac universi- 
ties, said the vote marked the 
first legislative setback Lopez 
Obrador has suffered since 
taking office in late 2018. 


“Today he couldn’t hide the 
fact that he was very angry,” 
said Cárdenas Zanatta, not- 
ing he had continued push- 
ing the project despite warn- 
ings from the U.S. govern- 
ment. 


“Yesterday a group of legis- 
lators committed an act of 
treason,” López Obrador said 
Monday. “Instead of defend- 
ing the interests ofthe nation, 
of the people, they openly 
defended foreign firms that 
rob and prey.” 
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Mexican leader fails to pass limits on foreign energy firms 


Alejandro Moreno, the leader 
of the old ruling Institutional 
Revolutionary Party, shot 
back “they are the traitors, 
and they haven’t solved the 
crime problem and have left 
women abandoned,” refer- 
ring to increasing homicides 
against women in Mexico. 


Political analyst José Antonio 
Crespo said López Obrador 
was a victim of his own re- 
fusal to negotiate any of his 
proposals, preferring instead 
to divide the country into 
camps of “traitors” and patri- 
ots. 


“For him, sitting down to ne- 
gotiate with the opposition is 
betraying the cause, because 
he is used to doing things the 
way he says they should be 
done, or not at all,” Crespo 
said. “I think this is going to 
hurt him in the second half 
of his term, because he no 
longer has the majority to do 
his bidding.” 


“T think the final half of this 
administration is going to 
be very tough, very tense, 
forced, very risky,” Crespo 
said. 


López Obrador has vowed to 
submit separately a bill that 
would nationalize the mining 


of lithium, which was part 
of the reform bill that failed 
Sunday. 


The bill submitted for debate 
Monday would create a state- 
owned company for lithium 
mining, something López 
Obrador said would “nation- 
alize lithium.” 


Only one lithium mine in 
Mexico, operated by a Chi- 
nese firm, is anywhere near 
close to starting production. 
That would presumably be 
taken over by the govern- 
ment if the bill passes on a 
simple majority. 


The electricity reform sought 
to limit foreign-built re- 


guarantee at least 54% of 
electricity would be bought 
from government-owned 
generating plants, which are 
dirtier. Private and foreign 
companies, which have built 
wind and gas-fired generat- 
ing plants, would have been 
allowed to keep up to 46% of 
the market. 


Critics said the reform would 
hurt investors and their con- 
fidence in Mexico. The com- 
panies could have sought 
court injunctions, and the 
U.S. government could have 
complained under a free 
trade agreement and then 
put compensatory tariffs on 
Mexican products. 


France: EU fraud agency investigating candidate Le Pen 


(AP) — Paris prosecutors are 
studying a report by the Europe- 
an Union’s fraud agency accusing 
French far-right presidential can- 
didate Marine Le Pen and other 
members of her nationalist party 
of misusing public funds while 
serving in the European Parlia- 
ment. 


The report was disclosed by French 
investigative news site Mediapart just 
days before Le Pen faces incumbent 
Emmanuel Macron in a runoff elec- 
tion Sunday that could determine 


Europe’s future direction. Le Pen’s 
party National Rally seeks to dimin- 
ish the EU’s powers. 


Le Pen denied wrongdoing, dismiss- 
ing the report as “foul play by the Eu- 
ropean Union a few days before the 
second round” of the election. Speak- 
ing Monday on a campaign stop in 
Normandy, she said, “I am well ac- 
customed to this, and I think the 
French will absolutely not fall for it.” 


A similar EU fraud investigation was 
disclosed ahead of the 2017 French 


presidential election, which Le Pen 
lost to Macron. Le Pen was handed 
preliminary charges by French inves- 
tigators over that case, which is still 
ongoing. 


Macron, a pro-EU centrist, leads Le 
Pen in polls ahead of Sunday’s vote, 
though the race is tighter than when 
they faced off in 2017. 


EU fraud agency OLAF submitted its 
latest report last month to the Paris 
prosecutor’s office, which is “in the 
course of analyzing it,” the prosecu- 
tor’s office said Monday. No formal 
investigation has yet been opened, 
and no further details were released. 
According to Mediapart, the OLAF 
report found that Le Pen, her fire- 
brand father and party founder Jean- 
Marie Le Pen and other party mem- 
bers who served in the European 
Parliament used 617,000 euros of 
public money for “fictitious” reasons, 
notably for the benefit of companies 
close to the party. The fraud office is 
reportedly seeking reimbursement 
of the funds and potential fraud and 
embezzlement charges. 


OLAF accused party members of 
“orave violations” and said the “in- 
appropriate behavior” of members 


of National Rally — formerly called 
the National Front — “imperiled the 
reputation of the Union’s institu- 
tions,” according to Mediapart. 


OLAF didn’t immediately respond 
to requests for comment Monday, a 
holiday in Belgium and several Euro- 
pean countries. 


It’s not the first time Le Pen has 
been accused of misusing EU funds. 
Among several legal affairs that have 
dogged her party, Le Pen was handed 
preliminary charges in 2018 based on 
a separate investigation by OLAF ac- 
cusing members of her party of using 
aides on the European Parliament’s 
payroll for the party’s political ac- 
tivity. Other French political parties 
faced similar accusations. 


Le Pen, who served in the European 
Parliament from 2004-2017, smiled 
for selfies as she met with hundreds 
of voters Monday in the Normandy 
town of Saint-Pierre-en-Auge. A 
small group of Macron supporters 
came with posters to urge voters to 
prevent the far-right from running 
France. 


She and Macron face a crucial debate 
on Wednesday. 
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Russia hits Lviv, prepares for assault in eastern Ukraine 


(AP) — Russia bombard- 
ed the western city of 
Lviv and numerous other 
targets across Ukraine on 
Monday in what appeared 
to be an intensified bid to 
grind down the country’s 
defenses while building 
up its own forces for a ma- 
jor ground offensive in the 
east. 


At least seven people were 
reported killed in the missile 
strikes on Lviv, a city close 
to the Polish border that has 
seen only sporadic attacks 
during almost two months 
of war and has become a ha- 
ven for civilians fleeing the 
fighting elsewhere. To the 
Kremlin’s increasing anger, 
Lviv has also become a major 
gateway for NATO-supplied 
weapons. 


In other developments, a few 


thousand Ukrainian troops, 
by Russias estimate, re- 
mained holed up at a mam- 
moth steel mill in Mariupol, 
the last known pocket of 
resistance in the devastated 
southern port city. 


And Ukrainian President 
Volodymyr Zelenskyy sub- 
mitted a filled-out question- 
naire in the first step toward 
obtaining membership in the 
European Union — a desire 
that has been a source of ten- 
sion with Moscow for years. 


The Russian attack on Lviv 
hit three military infrastruc- 
ture facilities and an auto 
shop, according to the re- 
gion’s governor, Maksym Ko- 
zytskyy. He said the wounded 
included a child. 


A Lviv hotel sheltering 
Ukrainians who had fled the 


fighting in other parts of the 
country was also badly dam- 
aged, Mayor Andriy Sadovyi 
said. The city has seen its 
population swell with elderly 
people, mothers and children 
trying to escape the war. 


“The nightmare of war has 
caught up with us even in 
Lviv,” said Lyudmila Tur- 
chak, who fled with two chil- 
dren from the eastern city of 
Kharkiv. “There is no longer 
anywhere in Ukraine where 
we can feel safe.” 


Lviv, the biggest city and a 
major transportation hub in 
western Ukraine, is about 80 
kilometers (50 miles) from 
Poland, a NATO member. 


Russia has strongly com- 
plained about the increasing 
flow of Western weapons 
to Ukraine and warned that 
such aid could have conse- 
quences. On Russian state 
media, some anchors have 
charged that the supplies 
amount to direct Western en- 
gagement in the fight against 
Russia. 


A powerful explosion also 
rocked Vasylkiv, a town south 
of the capital of Kyiv that is 
home to an air base, accord- 
ing to residents. It was not 
immediately clear what was 
struck. 


Kharkiv, Ukraine’s second- 


largest city, was hit by shell- 
ing that killed at least three 
people, according to Associ- 
ated Press journalists on the 
scene. One of the dead was a 
woman who appeared to be 
going out to collect water in 
the rain. She was found with 
a water canister and an um- 


brella by her side. 


Military analysts say Rus- 
sia is increasing its strikes on 
weapons factories, railroads 
and other infrastructure 
ahead of an expected assault 
on the Donbas, Ukraine's 
mostly Russian-speaking in- 
dustrial heartland in the east. 
The Kremlin has declared 
the capture of the Donbas its 
main goal since its attempt to 
storm Kyiv failed. 


Moscow said its missiles 
struck more than 20 military 
targets in eastern and central 
Ukraine in the past day, in- 
cluding ammunition depots, 
command headquarters and 
groups of troops and vehicles. 


It also reported that its ar- 
tillery hit an additional 315 
Ukrainian targets and that 
warplanes conducted 108 
strikes on troops and military 
equipment. The claims could 
not be independently veri- 


fied. 


Gen. Richard Dannatt, a for- 
mer head of the British Army, 
told Sky News that Russia 


is waging a “softening-up” 
campaign ahead of the Don- 
bas offensive. 


“We are doing everything to 
ensure the defense” of east- 
ern Ukraine, Zelenskyy said 
in his nightly address to the 
nation on Sunday. 


A senior U.S. defense official, 
speaking on condition of an- 
onymity to discuss the Penta- 
gon's assessments of the war, 
said there are now 76 Russian 
combat units, known as bat- 
talion tactical groups, in east- 
ern and southern Ukraine, 
up from 65 last week. 


That could translate to 
around 50,000 to 60,000 
troops, based on what the 
Pentagon said at the start of 
the war was the typical unit 
strength of 700 to 800 sol- 
diers, but the numbers are 
difficult to pinpoint at this 
stage in the fighting. 


The official also said that 
four U.S. cargo flights ar- 
rived in Europe on Sunday 
with an initial delivery of 
weapons and other materials 
for Ukraine as part of a $800 
million package announced 
by Washington last week. 
And training of Ukrainian 
personnel on U.S. 155 mm 
howitzers is set to begin in 
the next several days. 


Gaza militants fire 


(AP) — Palestinian mili- 
tants fired a rocket into 
southern Israel for the 
first time in months on 
Monday, in a potentially 
major escalation after 
clashes at a sensitive holy 
site in Jerusalem and a 
wave of attacks and mili- 
tary raids elsewhere. 


Israel said it intercepted the 
rocket, and there were no 
immediate reports of casual- 
ties or damage. Israel holds 
Gaza’s militant Hamas rulers 
responsible for all such pro- 
jectiles and usually launches 
airstrikes in their wake. It was 
the first such rocket fire since 
New Year’s Eve. 


Hours earlier, the leader of 
the Islamic Jihad militant 
group, which boasts an arse- 
nal of rockets, had issued a 
brief, cryptic warning, con- 
demning Israeli “violations” 
in Jerusalem. 

Ziad al-Nakhala, 


who is 


based outside the Palestin- 
ian territories, said threats to 
tighten an Isracli-Egyptian 
blockade on Gaza imposed 
after Hamas took power in 
2007 “can't silence us from 
what's happening in Jerusa- 
lem and the occupied West 
Bank.” 


Palestinians and Israeli po- 
lice clashed over the week- 
end in and around the Al- 
Aqsa Mosque compound in 
Jerusalem, which has long 
been an epicenter of Israeli- 
Palestinian violence. It is the 
third holiest site in Islam and 
the holiest for Jews, who re- 
fer to it as the Temple Mount 
because the mosque stands 
on a hilltop where the Jew- 
ish temples were located in 
antiquity. 


Protests and clashes there last 
year eventually led to an 11- 
day Gaza war. 


Police said they were re- 
sponding to Palestinian 


rocket into Israel as tensions soar 


stone-throwing and that they 
were committed to ensur- 
ing that Jews, Christians and 
Muslims — whose major 
holidays are converging this 
year — could celebrate them 
safely. Palestinians view the 
presence of police at the site 
as a provocation. 


Prime Minister Naftali Ben- 
nett said Monday, ahead of 
the rocket fire, that Israel has 
been the target of a “Hamas- 
led incitement campaign.” 


The latest tensions come 
during the confluence of the 
Muslim holy month of Ra- 
madan and the week-long 
Jewish holiday of Passover. 
Christians are also celebrat- 
ing their holy week lead- 
ing up to Easter, and tens of 
thousands of visitors have 
flocked to Jerusalem’s Old 
City — home to major holy 
sites for all three faiths — for 
the first time since the start of 
the coronavirus pandemic. 


Jordan and Egypt, which 
made peace with Israel de- 
cades ago and coordinate 
with it on security matters, 
have condemned its actions 
at the mosque. Jordan — 
which serves as custodian of 
the site — summoned Israel’s 
charge d’affaires on Monday 
in protest. 


Jordan’s King Abdullah II 
discussed the violence with 
Egyptian President Abdel 
Fattah el-Sissi, agreeing on 
“the need to stop all illegal 
and provocative Israeli mea- 
sures” there, according to a 
statement. Jordan planned to 
convene a meeting of other 
Arab states on the issue. 
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Kyle Busch steals Bristol win as Reddick and Briscoe crash 


(AP) Kyle Busch 
backed into the record 
book by stealing a win at 
dirt-covered Bristol Mo- 
tor Speedway. 


That's what he’d say if it had 
been anyone else, right? 


Busch won his first race of 
the season Sunday night by 
sliding past the leaders as Ty- 
ler Reddick and Chase Bris- 
coe spun racing for the win. 
Busch tied Hall of Famer 
Richard Petty’s NASCAR re- 
cord for victories in consecu- 
tive years at 18. 


But his tune was far differ- 
ent at Bristol than it was six 
weeks ago when Alex Bow- 
man won at Las Vegas and an 
irate Busch complained that 
Bowman is “the same (exple- 


tive) guy who backs into ev- 
ery (expletive) win that he 
ever (expletive) gets.” 


When it was Busch's turn to 
inherit a win, he had no prob- 
lem collecting the checkered 


flag. 


“We got one, you know?” 
Busch said. “It doesn't mat- 
ter how you get them, it's all 
about getting them.” 


Later, he acknowledged that 
he did “back into one” but 
said it felt good. 


Reddick was chasing the first 
Cup win of his career, led 
99 of the 250 laps, and con- 
trolled the race from the final 
restart with 24 laps remain- 
ing. Lapped traffic gave Bris- 
coe a shot and Briscoe made 


his move in the third turn as 


he tried to slide inside past 
Reddick. 


The move backfired and both 
cars spun out of control and 
Busch, who was running 
third, simply skirted through 
for his first win. 


Busch won for the ninth time 
in Cup at Bristol — first time 
in two dirt races — and was 
booed by the smattering of 
fans who waited out two rain 
delays that pushed the first 
race on Easter Sunday since 
1989 to nearly four hours. 


“T mean, man, I feel like Dale 
Earnhardt Sr. right now. This 
is awesome. I didn’t do any- 
thing,” Busch said of the 
1999 race in which Earnhardt 
was booed for bumping Terry 


Labonte out of the way for 
the win. 


Reddick finished second and 
faulted himself for not hold- 
ing off Briscoe. Briscoe went 
from two turns away from 
the win to 22nd and imme- 
diately found Reddick on pit 
road to apologize. 


“I was going to spin out, I 
think, either way,” Briscoe 
said. “I’m sorry. I just wanted 
to let you know. I am sorry. I 
wish you would have won.” 


Reddick was understanding 
and admitted he should have 
been more defensive. 


Olympic champ Jepchirchir wins 50th women’s Boston Marathon

pion Peres Jepchirchir capped 
the celebration of a half-century 
of women in the Boston Mara- 
thon with a finish to top them all. 


The 28-year-old Kenyan won a see- 
saw sprint down the stretch on Mon- 
day, when the world’s oldest and 
most prestigious annual marathon 
returned to its traditional spring start 
for the first time since the onset of 
the coronavirus pandemic. 


On the 50th anniversary of the first 
official women’s race, Jepchirchir 
traded places with Ethiopia’s Aba- 
bel Yeshaneh eight times in the final 
mile before pulling ahead for good 
on Boylston Street and finishing in 2 
hours, 21 minutes, 1 second. 


“I was feeling she was strong. I pushed 
it,” said Jepchirchir, who earned 
$150,000 and the traditional gilded 
olive wreath to go with her Olympic 
gold medal and 2021 New York City 
Marathon title. “I fell behind. But I 
didn’t lose hope.” 
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sweep, breaking free in the men’s race 
with about four miles to go to finish 
in 2:06:51 for his first major mara- 
thon victory. Gabriel Geay of Tanza- 
nia was second, 30 seconds back, and 
defending champion Benson Kipruto 
was third. 


Daniel Romanchuk of Champaign, 
Illinois, won his second career wheel- 
chair title in 1:26:58. Switzerland’s 
Manuela Schar won her second 
straight Boston crown and fourth 
overall, finishing in 1:41:08. 


Sharing a Patriots’ Day weekend with 
the Red Sox home opener — the 
city’s other sporting rite of spring — 
more than 28,000 runners returned 
to the streets from Hopkinton to Co- 
pley Square six months after a smaller 
and socially distanced event that was 
the only fall race in its 126-year his- 


tory. 


Fans waved Ukrainian flags in sup- 
port of the runners whose 26.2-mile 
run Monday was the easiest part of 
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and Belarus were disinvited in re- 
sponse to the invasion of Ukraine. 


Forty-four Ukrainians had registered 
for the race; only 11 started. Those 
who were unable to make it to Bos- 
ton were offered a deferral or refund. 


“Whatever they want to do, they 
can do,” Boston Athletic Association 
President Tom Grilk said. “Run this 
year, run next year. You want a pup- 
py? Whatever. There is no group we 
want to be more helpful to.” 


Jepchirchir and Yeshaneh, who was 
third in New York last fall, spent most 
of the morning running shoulder to 
shoulder — or even closer: Just after 
the 25-kilometer marker, the Ethio- 
pian’s eyes wandered from the course 
and she drifted into Jepchirchir. 


Yeshaneh reached out to apologize, 
and the two clasped each other’s arms 
as they continued on. 


“In running, we understand each 
other and we maybe somebody came 
and bumps, but it’s OK,” Jepchirchir 
said. “It was not rivalism; it was just 
an accident.” 


Beaten, Yeshaneh finished four sec- 
onds back. Kenya’s Mary Ngugi fin- 
ished third for the second time in six 
months, following her podium in 
October after the 125th race was de- 
layed, canceled and delayed again. 


About 20 men stayed together — with 
American CJ Albertson leading for 
much of the way — before Chebet 
and Geay broke from the pack com- 
ing out of Heartbreak Hill. Chebet 
pulled away a couple of miles later. 


“We had communicated earlier, all of 
us. We wanted to keep running as a 


fourth in London last fall. “I observed 
that my counterparts were nowhere 
near me and that gave me the motiva- 
tion.” 


This race marked the 50th anniver- 
sary of Nina Kuscsik’s victory in the 
first official women’s race. (But not 
the first woman to finish: That honor 
belongs to Bobbi Gibb, who first ran 
in 1966 among the unofficial runners 
known as bandits.) 


At Wellesley College, the women’s 
school near the halfway point, the 
iconic “scream tunnel” was back af- 
ter the pandemic-induced absence 
— and louder than ever. One specta- 
tor in Wellesley held a sign that read 
“50 Years Women Running Boston,” 
along with names of the eight who 
broke the gender barrier in 1972. 


Five of the original pioneers returned 
for this year’s celebration, includ- 
ing Valerie Rogosheske, who fin- 
ished sixth in ’72; she ran alongside 
her daughters this year and served as 
the honorary starter for the women’s 
elite field. 


Rogosheske, who wore Bib No. 1972, 
said at the starting line that she had 
been planning to hide in the bushes 
and run as a bandit 50 years ago until 
women got the go-ahead a few weeks 
before the race. 


“It’s a reminder that we’ve got it pret- 
ty easy,” said 2018 winner Des Lin- 
den, who finished 13th on Monday. 
“Fifty years ago, they were breaking 
barriers and doing the hard part. 


“It’s really not lost on me that there’s 
126 years of race history here, and 
we're ‘Rah! Rah!’-ing 50,” she said. 
“But you can’t look back, you look 
forward.” 
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Commanders send letter to FTC denying financial impropriety 


(AP) — The NFĽs Wash- 
ington Commanders de- 
nied several allegations of 
financial impropriety in a 
letter sent Monday to the 
U.S Federal Trade Com- 


mission. 


The 19-page letter includ- 
ing testimony, emails and 
other documents came as a 
response to the U.S. House 
Oversight and Reform Com- 
mittee asking the FTC to 
look into the team’s business 
practices. There are more 
than 80 pages of signed affi- 
davits, emails and text mes- 
sage exchanges laid out as the 
team’s evidence. 


The committee last week told 


the FTC it found evidence of 
deceptive business practices 
over the span of more than a 
decade, including withhold- 
ing ticket revenue from vis- 
iting teams and refundable 
deposits from fans. The NFL 
said it engaged Securities and 
Exchange Commission chair 
Mary Jo White “to review the 
most serious matters raised 
by the committee.” 


The letter signed by Jordan W. 
Siev from the law firm Reed 
Smith denies all of those al- 
legations and takes aim at the 
motives and character of for- 
mer VP of sales and custom- 
er service Jason Friedman, 
whose testimony against the 
team framed the commit- 


tee’s recommendation. Siev 
argues no financial investiga- 
tion is warranted, saying the 
committee never requested 
information about the allega- 
tions made, which the Com- 
manders believe would clear 
them of any wrongdoing. 


“The committee did not re- 
quest a single document from 
the team; the committee did 
not invite a single representa- 
tive of the team to address the 
truth ofthe matters contained 
in the commnittee’s letter; 
and the committee did not 
pose questions to the team 
to answer in writing about 
its allegations, or provide any 
mechanism whatsoever for 
the team to address the truth 
of the allegations,” the let- 
ter said. “Had the committee 
posed any of these questions 
or requests to the team, the 
team could — and would — 
easily and fully have rebutted 
each allegation.” 


Congress began looking into 
the team's workplace mis- 
conduct after the league did 
not release a report detailing 
the findings of an indepen- 
dent investigation into the 
matter, which led to a $10 
million fine but no other 
discipline. The committee 


said the NFL and the team 
“have taken steps to withhold 
key documents and informa- 
tion.” 


In a statement sent to The 
Associated Press on April 4, a 
Commanders spokeswoman 
said there was “absolutely no 
withholding of ticket reve- 
nue at any time” and pointed 
to audits by multiple parties, 
adding that “anyone who of- 
fered testimony suggesting a 
withholding of revenue has 
committed perjury, plain and 
simple.” 


Lawyer Lisa Banks, who rep- 
resents Friedman, said at the 
time the team defamed her 
client, who she said “testified 
truthfully, with evidence.” 


Friedman testified before 
Congress saying the team had 
two separate financial books: 
one with underreported tick- 
et revenue that went to the 
NEL and the full, complete 
picture. According to testi- 
mony, owner Dan Snyder 
was aware of the numbers 
shared with the league while 
also being privy to the actual 
data. 


In the team's letter to the 
FTC, former director of 


finance Paul Szczenski is 
quoted as saying, “I can state 
unequivocally that 1 never 
helped maintain, or saw any- 
one else maintain, a “second 
set’ of books. The team also 
cites declarations from for- 
mer chief operating officer 
Mitch Gershman and former 
general counsel David Don- 
ovan along with emails and 
other documents to refute 
allegations cited by the Over- 
sight Committee. 


The team called Friedman's 
accusations baseless, false and 
reckless and painted him as a 
disgruntled former employ- 
ee. Banks and fellow attorney 
Debra Katz said in a state- 
ment to The Associated Press 
that Friedman is prepared to 
defend himself publicly if 
Snyder allows him to do so, 
but in the meantime would 
communicate directly with 
the team about what they 
called “demonstrably false al- 
legations.” 


“Mr. Friedman stands by his 
testimony, which was truth- 
ful and based on his experi- 
ences with the team,” Banks 
and Katz said. “He is happy to 
answer follow-up questions 
from Congress, the FTC, or 
any government agency.” 


Spieth beats Cantlay with playoff bunker shot to 7 inches 


(AP) — Thinking he 
might have a chance for 
a playoff, Jordan Spieth 
rolled in a 10-foot birdie 
on the 18th hole in regu- 
lation. He made an even 
bigger shot at Habour 
Town’s signature hole in 
a playoff to win the RBC 
Heritage. 


Spieth’s 56-foot shot from 
a greenside bunker stopped 
7 inches away and he beat 
Patrick Cantlay with a tap- 
in par Sunday on the light- 
house hole for his 13th career 
PGA Tour title — and second 
straight on Easter Sunday. 


Sometimes, Spieth said, 
there’s a tournament where 
you feel you’ve played well, 
yet not good enough to win. 
“I honestly felt like this was 
that week,” he said with a 
grin. “I needed a lot of things 
to go right.” 


And he got them all. 


Spieth, at 13 under after his 
5-under 66, finished four 
groups ahead of Cantlay and 
waited out the stellar field 
that had several chances to tie 


or move in front. But all ex- 
cept Cantlay could not chase 
down Spieth, who stayed 
away from watching too 
much of the action once he 
finished. 


“Every single putt looks like 
it’s going in,” Spieth said. “It 
was way more nerve-racking 
than actually playing.” 


Spieth was certain he’d get 
passed by Cantlay, the Fe- 
dEx Cup champion; past 
British Open winner Shane 
Lowry or third-round leader 
Harold Varner HI. When all 
three parred the par-5, 15th, 
the best chance for birdie on 
the back nine, Spieth felt his 


chances improve. 


When Spieth finished, he was 
a stroke behind Shane Lowry. 
But Lowry’s chip on the par- 
3 14th raced across the green 
and into the water, leading to 
double bogey. He finished a 
stroke back after a 69. 


After Cantlay, tied for the lead 
after a birdie on the 17th, hit 
his approach on the green on 
his closing hole of regulation, 
Spieth headed out to loosen 


up, certain he’d be called 
back after Cantley made the 
winning putt. 


Instead, Cantlay slid it by 
right to set up the playoff. 


In the playoff, Cantlay also 
hit into the front bunker, 
with his lie looking like a 
fried egg. He blasted 35 feet 
past the cup and missed the 
par putt. 


Cantlay was 179 yards from 
the hole in the playoff and 
used a 9-iron as he did a short 
time earlier in regulation. 
This shot, came up short of 
the green and in an awful po- 
sition. 


“Obviously, with it plugged 
like that, it’s darn near impos- 
sible to get it close,” Cantlay 
said. 


Three strokes behind Varner 
entering the round, Spieth 
eagled both front-nine par 5s 
to get into the mix. 


Spieth had won his last event, 
the Valero Texas Open, on 
Easter to end a four-year 
winless drought. 


Others besides Cantlay, who 
missed a 15-footer for bird- 
ie on his 72nd hole, had a 
chance to catch Spieth. Straka 
tied Spieth at 13 under with 
a birdie on the 17th, then 
bogeyed the final hole after 
his approach found some 
gnarly long grass in front of 
the green. Varner had birdie 
chances on each of his last 
four holes, yet could not con- 
vert any of them. 


Spieth took off with the early 
eagles. On the second hole,

he holed out from a greenside 
bunker. On the fifth hole, he 
reached the green in two and 
rolled in a 24-footer as the 
gallery erupted in cheers. 


Spieth reached 13 under with 
a birdie on the eighth before 
falling back to 11 under with 
bogeys on the ninth and 11th. 
He moved into striking posi- 
tion with a birdie on the 13th, 
then struck his approach to 
the drama-filled lighthouse 
hole to 10 feet and posted at 
13 under.
